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DECLINE, ‘OF CHINA IEA. 


Within, the memory of the present generh- 
tion, China tea was considered a. luxury -by 
people in England, and those who claimed 
that the Indian product. could compare iti | 
the least degree with the Far Eastern article 
were looked upon somgwhat.in the light of 


dangerous revolutionaries, But when coftee | 


failed in Ceylon and the cultivation of tea 
on a large scale was started, there was 9 
gradual change in the tasic of the English 
congumer, and that change has continued 
until tHe present, day. Ceylon tea practically 
holds the market at the present time, and 
the once famous Pekoc occupies a ‘miser- 
able position dar in the rear. ‘Of course, 
there are those who still declare a preference 
for China lea, but'they are mostly confined to. 
those whose palate has been educated in the 
interibr of China, who have been obliged to 
use the native product or give up the non- 
inebriating ¢up entirely. As a matter of fact, 
the majority of residents on the borders of 
China showlittle orno enthusiasm for the teas 


preference exbibited for Indian tea—jnclud- 
ing the Ceylon product—may, be attributed 
to the fact that people demand a righ, full- 
flavoured article, with a strongly pronounced 
colour—a tea which palpably exhilirates” 
after a single draught: ‘The average China 
tea on the’ market is usually of a weak, 


colourless variety, with a. barely pers. 


ceptible flavour, or vat‘least, with a fia- 
your which it requires -att educated pa. 

The Eu- 
ropean consumer demands the more -po- 
tent‘ tea, while the Chinese revel in the 
delicate aroma ‘of-.the native leaf. 
Hongkeng “there are, it may be assumed, 
comparatively’ few foreigners who habitually 
use China tea to the exclusion of that cul- 
tivated in India. Indeed, the newcomer is 
inclined to suggest that he is being de- 
‘frauded of -his rights when ‘China tea is 
substituted for the article to which he has 
been accustomed, and it is not too much to 
say that a chestof China tea if sent as a gift 
to ahousehold in England would be received 
with dubious feelings. The result of . this 
preference ‘for Ceylon and Indian teas has 
been a slump in the Chinese leaf, so far ps 
Great Britain is concerned. For one thing, 
adverse seasons-have had the effect of de- 
ptecialing the flavour of the tea, Last: year 
the cold wet spring ruined the flavdur of the 
‘first crop, and whei the better quality ofthe 


‘market, advetse exchange operated to keep 
prices low. Green leaf was ‘pronounced to 
be the. worst for'years, and although the total 
quanlity exported was equal to that of the 
preceding year, the prices realiséd were vast- 
ly lowet.

tea, and brick tea, it is known for 
a fact that “the last named. is meant 
for Russia, and thal is probably true of 
leaf -ag Well.

lo their poorest customers: for Kiutle more 
ihan a song.. A writer in ‘the Times. in 
noting the deficiency in the importation of 
China tea remarked--“.A commission of 
Chinese experts has recently visited Indian 
‘and Ceylon plantations in order to ascertain 
the methods by which they have grown tea 
so, much betler than the Chinese can; it 
is. reported that the members of ‘the 
commission were not hopeful of emulating 
British methods on any considerable scale 
although tentative experiments “may be 
made.” So-laras we can learn, these experi- 
ments have not yet begun, but even if they 
proved successful it is doubtful whether 
China tea_ could supersede the Indian and 
Ceylon product, now that a taste has been 
developed for the fatter. ‘It is rather to be: 
regretted that China tea with all.its associa- 
tions should lose the English market, but: 
people will have strength before quality, as 
is evidenced by thé housewiyes‘who begin’ 
the day with a: first infusion which remains 
in the teapot all duy long, .the- quantity .of

“HOSPITAL, | ‘ 


The fortnightly meeting of the Sanitary Board 
was held in the Board room this afterncon, the 
usual members being present, when (he fallow: 
ing business was transacied :— ‘ 

The Meilical Officer. of Health submitted a 
minute stating thatihe Hospital comimities had 
selected No. 63; Third Street as a plague 
hospital. “This house is a corner ‘house and 


well enough Jif and ventilated for the purpose. 


He suggested that the ground floor be used 
as the men’s ward, and the first floor as the 
women’s and that the attendants occupy the top 
floor, so iat they can covk in the top floor 
kitchen without fear of infected splashings from 
above, The ground floor should have gtazed 
areas put in so asto have the place well lighted 
when the front w closed for privacy. Each 
ward should not.house more than four patients 
ata time, and:there should +lways be an at: 
lendant’ on duty in each ward, while all 
excretal matter should be treated with lime 
iind removed in the same way as is done al 
Kennedy Town, Foo Sik ‘might be employed 
for this as he does this work for the Kennedy 
Town Hospital. All clothing df patients on 
admission should be taken to the disinfecting 
station by the Sanitary Department coolies 
and retuned by them afier disinfection, «In- 
spector Alten could arrange for this if the 


doctor would natify him. when ‘to send for the: 


clothes, and soiled bedding should be treated 
in the same way, no new patient using bedding 
which had net been previously disinfected, a 
good stock of clothing and bed mats being 
kept to enable this to be dond. ‘Visitors to 
patients should only be allowed in the. hospital 
at certain hours, and ‘only when the doclor or 
clerk is present, so that they shall not touch 
ihe patients or sit on their beds. Pneumonic 
plague. cases ought not to be received into this 
hospital but sent to the proper fever hospital 
at Kennedy Town.
